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Mr*  Chairman,  Lady,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1962. 


First  the  Statistics 

Births.  The  245  "births  registered  constituted  a  pronounced 
rise  on  the  t97  in  the  previous  year.  This  gave  a  rise  in  the 
hirth  rate  from  15.4  to  16.5  per  thousand  or  the  population, 

Poulton  with  its  considerable  housing  growth  of  recent  years  has 
a  good  proportion  of  young  married  people  in  its  population. 

The  infant  Mortality  Rate  fell  from  25.5  per  thousand  live  births 
to  20.4.  Although  there  was  one  more  infant  death  than  last  year, 
calculated  against  the  larger  number  of  births  already  mentioned 
the  lower  figure  for  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  obtained.  No 
women  died  in  childbirth. 

Deaths,  There  were  1 07  deaths  compared  with  159  in  1961.  The 


Death  Rate,  adjusted  for  transfers  in  and  out  was  17.7  per  thousand  of 
population  compared  wi  idi  15.3  the  previous  year.  Diseases  of  the 
Heart  and  Bloodvessels  accounted  for  about  40;$  of  the  deaths,  with 
malignant  tumours  a  good  second  accounting  for  about  2(X$.  Last 
ye ar  I  mentioned  lung  cancer  specially,  and  would  draw  attention 
again  this  year  to  the  fact  that  8  people  (  7  men  and  1  woman)  died 
from  this  complaint  as  against  6  last  year.  Again  may  I  say  that 
widely  based  statistics  show  that  heavy  cigarette  smokers  arc  thirty 
times  more  likely  than  others  to  contract  this  very  grave  disease. 


Infectious  Disease;-  1 962  proved  to  be  a  year  of  Measles 


prevalence  242  cases  being  notified.  This  v;as  the  highest 
incidence  in  one  year  since  1957* 

The  year  also  gave  us  the  largest  outbreak  of  Bonne  Dysentery 
during  my  term  as  your  Medical  Officer.  There  mere  in  all, 
children  and  adults,  2.50  cases.  This  occurred  in  a  Junior 
School  and  had  been  gaining  ground  for  about  three  mocks 
before  v/e  heard  of  it,  v/ith  this  start  on  us  a  tremendous 
amount  of  v/ork  had  to  be  clone  ,  for  not  only  had  me-  to  deal 
v/ith  current  cases,  but  found  many  children  having  got  over 
their  acute  attack,  back  in  school  but  still  infectious  and 
harbouring  infection  in  their  bov/els.  The  report  shov.es 
that  home  visiting  in  connection  v/ith  infectious  disease 
rose  from  1 5  visits  in  1 96 1  to  2963  in  1962,  a  staggering 
rise  due  solely  to  this  outbreak.  Our  Health  Department 
Staff  could  have  proved  inadequate  to  cope  had  v/e  not  had 
help  from  County  Council  Health  Visitors;  some  clerical 
volunteers;  and  out -of -hours  help  from  the  staff  of  a 
neighheuriur  Health  Depart  cent.  To  all  of  t  icoo  my  sincere 
thanks,  and  particularly  to  '  r.  L  f  Hr  use  and  John  hanson 
who  showed  unfailing  good  humour  during  a  very  exacting  period,

The  Fylde  Hater*  Board,  of  which  poult on-lo-Fylde  is  a 
constituent  authority,  provides  a  plentiful  and  excellent 
supply  of  water  from  their  gathering  grounds  at  Grisednle 
and  Stocks. 

During  1962  new  connections  were  'made  to  200  new  houses 
and  flatlets  from  public  mains  supply. 

A  total  of  4996  houses  was  supplied  from  public  mains  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

Only  one  house  in  the  town  obtains  water  from  a  private 
supply. 

Sampling 


44  samples  of  water  were  taken,  for  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  these  were  obtained  from  various 
addresses  about  the  town. 

32  of  the  samples  were  satisfactory.  12  unsatisfactory. 


HOUSING  CONDITIONS 


The  standard  of  housing  in  the  town  is  good,  the  district 
having  a  high  proportion  of  new  properties.  A  number  of  the 
older  houses  are  unfit  and  will  require  attention  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

The  majority  of  minor  housing  defects  discovered  were 
remedied  by  informal  action. 

Overcrowding 

Some  overcrowding  of  dwellings  occurred  in  the  District, 
and  the  Council  rehoused  three  families  where  overcrowding 
existed. 

Approximately  150  applicants  were  on  the  waiting  list 
for  Council  houses;  two  thirds  of  these  were  for  2  or  3 
bedroomed  houses  and  one  third  for  bungalows. 

Private  Buildings 

During  the  year  199  houses  and  1  flat  were  erected  and 
more  families  from  outside  areas  became  resident  in  Poult on - 
le  -Fylde .

hr.  Chairman  Lady  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report  of  the  public  Health 
Inspector  for  1962. 

The  8  houses  comprising  the  Higher  Green  No  1  Clearance  Area 
were  demolished  during  the  year,  and  rehousing  of  families  in  the 
No.  2  Area  continued,  as  accommodation  became  available. 

47  milk  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

8  of  which  were  unsatisfactory.  In  5  of  these  cases,  where  the  milk 
was  not  heat  treated  arrangements  were  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  to  visit  the  farms  concerned. 

During  the  earlier  part  of  the  year  an  exceptional  outbreak  of 
Dysentery  involved  the  Department  in  work,  to  the  exclusion  of  almost 
all  other  duties,  1518  specimens  were  collected  from  Dysentery  cases 
and  for./arded  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  a  further  305 
specimens  were  obtained  from  suspected  but  unconfirmed  cases. 

The  co-operation  between  the  Department  and  School  staffs,  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  General  medical  Practitioners,  and  the 
general  public  made  a  hard  task  so  much  easier;  and  I  wish  to  add 
my  thanks  to  those  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  those  who 
actively  assisted  during  this  period. 
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Inspections  of  local  meat  supplies  once  again  necessitated 
daily  attendance  at  the  private  slaughterhouses.  The  alterations 
at  the  two  premises  ./ere  delayed  by  the  severe  winter  weather,  but 
by  this  time,  the  improvements  and  higher  standards  required  by 
the  new  regulations  are  completed. 

I  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
their  continued  support  during  19o2, 

Staff  for  co-operation. 

In  the  Health  Department  during  this  busy  year,  I  have  been 
fortunate  in  having  a  loyal  assistant  in  Hr.  John  Hanson,  who 
worked  willingly  and  well,  when  the  need  was  greatest.
